The Examiner rejects claims 1-2, 5-6, 7-8, and 11-li under 
35 u.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over IEEE standardj 802 . IQ 
(the IEEE standard). The Examiner however, indicate^ that 
claims 3-4, 9-10, and 16 would be allowable if rewritjten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
Claim and any intervening claims. claim 17 stands allowed.
